LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  October  29  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  put  in  another  quiet  week  in  New  England 
though  continued  demand  in  some  of  the  southern  centers  served  to  firm 
up  the  quoted  market  slightly.    Fide  variations  in  prices  wore  reported 
in  some  types,  the  variance  being  sometimes  as  much  as  30  to  50  points. 
The  medium  length  extra  staple  types  were  the  ones  chiefly  affected  by 
the  price  stiffening,  but  this  was  not  accompanied  by  any  very  substantial 
mill  buying.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  October  7,  1939  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
September  15: 

Picking  continues  under  normal  conditions  in  Upper  Egypt.  The 
general  impression  is  that  the  acreage  is  slightly  inferior  to 
last.  year.    Up  to  the  present  the  quality  of  the  crop  on  the  whole 
appears  to  be  good. 

In  Lower  Egypt  the  climatic  conditions  have  been  favourable. 
Picking  is  general  everywhere  and  continues  normally.    There  has 
been  no  increase  in  the  pink  bollworm  attacks .

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  November  5  states  as  follows: 

"President  Roosevelt's  expressed  opposition  to  government  leans  on 
the  1939  cotton  crop,  plus  the  heavy  movement  of  the  crop  onto  the  market 
caused  heavy  selling  pressure  upon  the  various  shorter  cotton  types  as 
farmers  hastened  to  turn  their  bales  into  cash,  and  the  result  was  badly 
demoralized  prices  for  nearly  all  the  shortur  cottons  during  the  past 
week.     Spot  prices  were  all  over  the  lot  in  practically  all  Nov;  England 
cotton  marketing  centers,  but  the  longer  staple  types  held  relatively 

firm  in  spite  of  the  heavier  offerings.

"Buying  interest  was  batter  in  extra  staple  cotton  markets  during  the 
past  week,  but  actual  sales  were  still  rather  limited,  and  prices  were 
about  the  same  as  the  previous  week.  ........ 

"In  spite  of  the  full  weight  of  the  crop  now  coming  into  the  southern 
markets,  shippers  report  it  is  difficult  to-  find  sizable  offerings  of 
long  staple  cotton,  and  nearly  all  quotations  on  cotton  longer  than  inch 
and  five  thirty-seconds  vere , tentative  only  and  subject  to  confirmation.
